In all cities of the first claw-;, 
whether organized under a special charter or under the general 
laws of the state for the incorporation of cities, ordinances 
duly passed by the common council shall be signed by the pre-
siding officer of the common council and attested by the city 
clerk and shall be approved by the mayor, and shall be pub-
lished in the official newspapers of such cities before the same 
shall be in force. Such publication shall be proved by the 
affidavit of the foreman or publisher of each such newspaper. 
Such affidavits shall be filed by the city clerk with the engrossed 
copies of all ordinances so enacted by such common council, 
and at all times and in all courts and places shall be deemed 
and taken as sufficient evidence of the time and manner of 
such publication.
